COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—State 
Auditor Jam es A 
Rhodes mount­ 
ed a Republican tide that swam p­ 
ed Gov. Michael V, DiSalle and 
other Democratic state candidates 
in Ohio’s election. 
The COP also elected Robert 
Taft Jr., as congressman • at * 
large to help strengthen :ts top­ 
heavy Ohio congressional dele * 
gation, but U S , Sen. Frank J. 
Lausche, independent * m i n d e d 
Democrat, bucked the trend to 
win reelection. 
Republicans retained control of 
both houses of the legislature on 
the basis of nearly complete re­ 
turns. 
An attempt to liberalize Ohio’s 
constitutional ban on most Sun­ 
day business failed. 
That was the story of Tues­ 
day’s heavy voting in the wake 
of one of the toughest guberna­ 
torial campaigns in recent years. 
Rhodes, 53, promised in a vic­ 
tory statement to push his pro­ 
gram s for revenue bond-financed 
industrial development, education­ 
al 
expansion 
and 
help for the 
needy aced and delinquent young. 
DiSalle, 
54, 
said 
he felt 
as 
though a weight had been lifted 
from 
his shoulders.

his campaign on welfare, educa­

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-O hio 
sends its largest group of rep­ 
resentatives to the 88th Congress 
next year — a group even more 
heavily controlled by Republicans 
than the 16 7 break in the past 
congressional session. 
Three upsets knocked incum­ 
bents out of office as the COP 
gained an 18-6 margin among the 
23 district races and the con - 
gressman-at-large. 
The upsets came in the 10th 
District where Homer E. (Pete) 
Abele, beaten in 1958, turned the 
tables on Democratic incumbent 
Walter H. Moeller; the lith Dis­ 
trict where Republican Oliver P. 
Bolton of Mentor defeated in -

U. S.-Russian Talks On Cuba Hit Snag 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (APi 
—The U S drive to get Soviet of 
fensive weapons out of Cuba and 
international 
inspection 
of 
the 
withdrawal 
appeared 
today 
to 
have taken a critical turn. 
U.S. Ambassador Adlai E Stev­ 
enson, after a five-hour meeting 
Tuesday night with Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Minister Vasily V. Kuz­ 
netsov, said glumly: “ This one 
was not fruitful.” 
“ The missiles are moving out 
and the talks are moving on,” 
Stevenson said. But he gave no 
indication that the missiles and 
atomic jet bombers were leaving 
Cuban soil. 
Stevenson obviously was disap­ 
pointed after emerging from the 


longest exchange he has had with 
the Russians since the Cuban cri­ 
sis erupted more than two weeks 
ago. 
The U.S. delegation kept a tight 
lid on what took place in the 
talks, bu* it wax apparent that the 
United States 
was 
stepping 
up 
pressure on Premier Khrushchev 
to hold to his pledge to remove 
missiles and all other offensive 
weapons and ship them back to 
the Soviet Union. 
Main stumbling block has been 
Prim e Minister Fidel Castro’s re­ 
fusal 
to 
permit 
on-the-spot 
in­ 
spection of the missile sites by the 
United Nations, the International 
Committee of the Red Cross or 
any other foreign agency. 


It was indicated that American 
diplomats 
would

talks 
with the Russians here, but no 
date was set for a new meeting. 
The United States reportedly has 
told the Soviet Union it will not 
accept Castro’s adam ant stand as 
an excuse for the Russians not 
living up to Khrushchev’s pledge. 
The Soviets have informed the 
Americans the promise still stands 
but cited trouble in dealing with 
the balky Cuban leader.

Khrushchev said today 40 Soviet 
rockets stationed in Cuba have 
been dismantled and “ are proba­ 
bly already on their way," pre­ 
sumably to this country. Now. he 
added, there is no need for a sum­ 
mit meeting with President Ken­ 
nedy 
He confessed deep relief at eas­

warned, in talking to reporters at 
a Kremlin reception marking the 
45th anniversary of the Bolshevik 
revolution, that some tensions re­ 
main.

laxation of tho Cuban tension. 
"A hard policy is not always 
best,” he told reporters in dis­ 
cussing conduct of foreign policy.

Prelates Study 
New Approach To

VATICAN CITY (A P)—The Ro­ 
man Catholic Ecumenical Coun­ 
cil today discussed a new ap­ 
proach to extreme unction — a 
proposal that would make It the 
sacrament of the sick. instead of 
tile sacrament of the dying. 
The change was suggested by- 
council 
speakers who said ex­ 
treme unction, one of the Roman 
Catholic 
Church’s 
seven 
sacra­ 
ments. strikes fear in the ailing 
and their families because it is 
normally associated with impend­ 
ing death. 
A council spokesman said sev­ 
eral speakers at today s session 
in St. Peter s proposed changing 
the name of tho sacrament to 
"the anointing of the sick." 
The spokesman said the speak­ 
ers suggested that the sacrament 
should be used even in illnesses 
not considered fatal so as to com­ 
fort the patient 
Under present 
rules, extreme 
unction can be administered only 
once during a single illness, and 
only when the patient is gravely 
ill.

WASHINGTON (AIM—This was 


a catch-as-catch-can election. 
It showed no sign of any real 
change in the national mood. But 
it did reveal a lot of discontent 
am ong voters toward their state 
parties or individuals. 
Nor 
could 
P resident 
Kennedy 
or form er President Eisenhow er 
claim 
any 
infallible 
political 
m agic. Both cam paigned for their 
p arty candidates in a num ber of 
states. In some their side won, 
in som e it lost. 
The 
national 
mood 
was 
ex­ 
pressed in 1960 when the Demo­ 
c ra ts w ere given control of the 
federal governm ent. Voters could 
have swept them out Tuesday, if 
they w ere dissatisfied, and given 
the 
Republicans control of Con­ 
gress. 
This didn’t happen. 
The D em ocrats went into this 
election with huge m ajorities in 
House and Senate. And, just as 
predicted, when the election was 
over they still retained them . 
The reason was pretty clear. In 
this cam paign there w as no real 
issue dividing the country or co m ­ 
pelling the voters to seek a new 
national direction. This much was 
probably good news for Kennedy. 
But it won’t m ake his task of 
trying to get Congress to accept 
his

the changes there v/ere so few.

Cancer Prevention Study 


Now Entering Third Year 
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The world’s largest c a n c e r 
study with human beings as sub- 
J jects. including 244 residents of 
Fayette County, enters its third 
year amidst predictions of even­ 
tual success 
The American Cancer Society’s 
huge Cancer Prevention Study is 
a six - year research project in- 
| volving 1,078,000 persons through­ 
out the U, S. and is aimed at 
identifying 
eriMronmentai 
a n d 
other factors related to the devel­ 
opment of cancer. 
Although significant findings for 
the entire study will require sev­ 
eral years, some preliminary re­ 
sults have been found which are 
proving helpful in shaping public 
education programs about c • ri­ 
cer. 
In analyzing a sampling of re­ 
turns from the original question­ 
naires. Dr. E. Cuyler Hammond. 
ACS statistical research director 
who is in charge of the study na­ 
tionally, found thai older persons 
were less likely to report their 
physical complaints to d o c t o r s 
than younger persons. 
It was also found that in re­ 
porting cancer’s danger signals, 
the more highly educated saw a 
doctor about their symptoms more 
frequently than those with little 
education. Persons with c o I lege 
educations were also more likely 
to have an annual checkup, the 
study showed,• • • 
THE REPORT from Dr. Ham- 
mood was released by Mrs. Wil­ 
liam Fletcher, local research co­ 
ordinator who praised volunt e e r 
researchers who have helped to 
collect the data upon which the 
study is based. 
Mrs. Fletcher said: "The 15 A- 
merican Cancer Society volunteer 
researchers from this county who 
have worked to make this study a 
success deserve the gratitude of 
all Americans. Their part in this 
mammoth project has been a vital 
one and when the results

known we will all realize to what 
great extent we are in their debt.”
